Delegates to a recent central 
council meeting of l'Associa- 
tion Nationale des Etudiants du 
Québec (ANEQ) decided that 
more support needs to be given 
by ANEQ to local student 
"conflicts". In a move as much 
symbolic as practical, the 
council joined the current 
student occupation at Mont- 
real's CEGEP Andre Lauren- 
deau. 

The 75 delegates to the 
February 11 and 12 meeting 
reevaluated ANEQ's activities 
during the last school term and 
concluded that not enough aid 
had been provided to a number 
of "local struggles" which 
occurred on Quebec campuses. 

ANEQ Secretary-treasurer 
François Desbions, in an Inter- 
view later, said these "strug- 
gles" included the strikes over 
cafeteria service at Montmo- 
rency CEGEP, St. Jean CEGEP, 
Llmoulou CEGEP and at Uni- 
versité du Québec à Montréal. 
They also included the conflict 
at Ste. Foy CEGEP where 



for months to get the Parti 
Québécois government to fulfill 
an old promise to build proper 
athletic facilities In the two- 
year-old building. 

ANEQ officials will wait until 
a general student assembly at 
the CEGEP today before they 
decide how to support the 
occupation. 

But at the CEGEP the ANEQ 
delegates laid the groundwork 
for ANEQ's general congress 
scheduled for April. Plans were 
set for a consultation process 
In which student leaders and 
students will debate discussion 
documents on specific Issues 
such as public financing of 
private schools, the Quebec 
Education Ministry's commis- 
sion to study universities, the 
financing of ANEQ and student 
unions in general, unemploy- 
ment and cafeteria service. 

The delegates,who. represen- 
ted 37 student associations in 
the province also agreed that In 
the next two weeks they would 
discuss with students and 
student councils the recent

Supported by 
their teachers and the school's 
maintenance staff, the stu- 
dents have been campaigning 



Education Minister Jacques- 
Yvan Morln on the abolition of 
tuition — a long-standing PQ 
promise. Morln told -ANEQ at 
the late January meeting that 
free tuition could occur in the 
next two years but could not be 
guaranteed. 

Student reaction to Morln's 
statement during the upcoming 
discussions will determine 
ANEQ's approach to the free 
tuition issue In the short-term 
future, François Desbiens said.

RPQM backs dill fees

Differential fees and law 101 
were discussed at the meeting 
of the Rassemblement du Parti 
Québécois à McGill (RPQM) 
last night. The group attempted 
to formulate a position on dif- 
ferential fees because It dis- 
agrees with a document pre- 
sented by the Students' Society 
at the February 1st Open 
Meeting. The StudSoc docu- 
ment says differential fees have 
"rasclst overtones". 

RPQM president Randall 
Richmond stated that he feels 
an economic approach to dif- 
ferential fees Is more appro- 
priate. "Fixed costs, such as 
educational floor space and 
tenured professors, will be har- 
der to meet when there are 
fewer students due to dif- 



ferential fees. 

Richmond feels that because 
the cost of "admitting one more 
student to a university Is negli- 
gible In comparison, letting In 
more students might be a 
viable answer." 

No formal stance on differ- 
ential fees was adopted during 
the meeting. However, there 
was a general consensus that 
alternatives to the institution of 
differential fees should be fully 
explored. 

Discussion on Bill 101 cen- 
tered on preparations for an 
upcoming debate between the 
RPQM and the Committee for 
the Canadian Option. In a mock 
debate Richmond spoke 
against Bill 101 and RPQM' 
member Bill Gatward suppor- 
ted It. Gatward, in defending 



the RPQM position, said that 
the French language was slow- 
ly becoming anglicized. Accor- 
ding to Gatward the percentage 
of Canadians who speak Eng- 
lish Is growing faster than 
those who speak French. 
Therefore, it needs legal pro- 
tection. Bill 101 was consi- 
dered an Improvement over its- 
predecessor, Bill 22, because it 
eliminates linguistic tests as a 
criteria for school admission. 
Also, Bill 101 cannot Impose 
the division of brothers and 
sisters between French and 
English schools as the old 
legislation could. The consti- 
tutionality of the law and its 
fairness to immigrants to Que- 
bec, nine-tenths of whom used 
to adopt English as their' 
language, were also discussed. 



development of a revolutionary 
situation In Quebec." He ques- 
tioned whether the people of 
Quebec were "ready for such a 
showdown" and concluded it 
was "high time" to shake "the 
apathy of the Quebec working 
class." 

The Secretary General of the 

E aolst group En Lutte!, 
Charles Gagnon said that sep- 
aration would turn Quebec into a 
"banana republic" which would 
be "ten times more sensitive 
than Canada to the dictates of 
multinational corporations". 
Gagnon stated that a "scientific 
analysis" of the current situa- 
tion revealed capitalism "to 
have had Its time" thus leaving 
only one answer to the Quebec 
people. "Socialist Revolution Is 
the only way to solve the 
problems of national oppres- 
sion" coupled with "capitalistic 
exploitation", Gagnon extra- 
polated. 

Gagnon went on to explain 
that a "specific layer" of 
Quebec's population was "ex- 
ploiting" national sentiment In 
order to "fulfill their ambitions'.' 
Explaining that we must "delve 
Into history" in order to under- 
stand present reality, Gagnon 
showed Quebec not to be a 
colony. Thus separation would 
not be a "liberating step for 
Quebec", Gagnon concluded. 
Gagnon said that the group En 
Lutte acknowledges the right to 
self-determination for the Que- 
bec nation. Explaining this 
position, Gagnon said "You 



can be for abortion on demand 
without desiring that every 
pregnant woman get an abor- 
tion." Addressing his former 
colleague, Valliéres, Gagnon 
mused that "the creativity of 
poets will not overthrow the 
Canadian bourgeoisie." 

Also present on the panel, 
PQ MNA Gérard Godin ans- 
wered charges laid on the 
government. Godin said It was 
the fate of small nations, In 
their search for capital, to 
borrow mahney, "whether it be 
In Moscow, Peking or New 
York." Godin added that the 
law of supply and demand 
governed all economies, thus 
accounting for "Chinese ther- 
mos bottles and Albanian 
sweaters for sale In Montreal."

White paper imminent

Québec city's most recent 
proposals on cultural develop- 
ment will be made public soon 
in a white paper entitled "le 
livre blanc sur la culture." 

I The PQ government hope3 
the white paper will affirm 
Québec's position for the need 
of the strengthening Québécois 
culture within the province. The 
paper is expected to contain 
proposals for the co-ordination 
of cultural development in 
communications, education 
and the environment, according 
to recent statements by Qué- 
bec's Minister of State for 
cultural development Camille 
Laurin. 

There has been considerable 
speculation that the White 
Paper's proposals will contain

provisions for the setup of a 
better network of news disse- 
mination within Québec. Dur- 
ing a recent visit to McGIII, 
Camille Laurin said that the 
White Paper would contain the 
necessary mechanisms neces- 
sary to Improve news distribu- 
tion. 

PQ militants have been criti- 
cal of the Canadian Press (CP 
for "poor wire service" and 
. some militants expressed the 
desire for the setup of a 
separate wire service within 
Québec. 

According to Laurin, the 
White Paper will be aimed at 
putting an end to the assimila- 
tion process of one group by 
another and vice versa. Laurin 
sees the upcoming legislation 
as "a way In which thé free 
expression of dulture will take 



place." Laurin added that this 
should spell out "better cultural 
relations between various 
groups within Québec society." 

■ There have been reports that 
the White paper had been 
scheduled for earlier release at 
the beginning of the new year. 

In' reply to a charge that the" 
PQ was delaying the release of 
the White Paper because of the 
Sun Life controversy, Laurin 
said "the bureaucratic machine 
is very slow."

Demands summer jobs 



OTTAWA (CUP) - A National 
Union of Students (NUS) coun- 
ter-proposal for summer stu- 
dent job creation, released 
February 7, calls for massive 
direct job creation and says the 
government's proposals are "In- 
sulting to students." 

Last week, Employment Min- 
ister Bud Cullen announced 
government plans to leave last 
Summer's inadequate employ- 
ment program intact for the 
coming-summer, despite a 15.2 
per cent student jobless rate 
last July. 

The government will add only 
$1.2 million to the $95 million 
Canada Summer Youth Em- 
ployment Program, to create 
the same 60,000 jobs as last 
year. 

The NUS demands focus on 
expanding the Young Canada 
Works job program by 80,000 
jobs to 110,000 — enough, the 
proposal claims, to offset half 
the number of unemployed 
students last summer. 

NUS challenges Cullen's as- 
sertion that no short-term solu- 



tion can be found for unem- 
ployment, pointing out that 
massive job creation "would 
stimulate market demand and 
thus investment while putting 
Canadians to work." 

"Unlike tax cuts for con- 
sumers and tax cuts or subsi- 
dies for corporations, there Is 
little danger of funds being 
drained off to personal savings, 
corporate savings, Imports, va- 
cations, etc.," the NUS coun- 
ter-proposal says. 

The counter-proposal cites 
Canadian Labour Congress sta- 
tistics which show that cor- 
porate and Investor income tax 
cuts totalled $1.245 billion last 
year. "It is well within your 
government's abilities to in- 
orease the size of the 1978 YCW 
program to employ 110,000 
students," NUS says. 

The employment ministry 
has Indicated that its employ- 
ment strategy will continue to 
depend heavily on private sec- 
tor hiring. The government's 
key program Involves a $100 
million fund to subsidize em- 



ployers hiring new employees. 

NUS deplores the govern- 
ment's "Insistence for two and 
a half years that it cannot and 
must not try to 'solve' unem- 
ployment, presumably since 
that would hinder the private 
sector's job creation." 

"Continued Inflation and In- 
creased joblessness has dis- 
credited the concept of econo- 
mic improvement through go- 
vernment restraint," the brief 
says. 



draw up a manifesto. Women's 
Union President Laura Quinn 
feels the manifesto will be 
important in "providing group 
Identity and direction". Accor- 
ding to Quinn, the Union 
members are currently split 
into smaller groups working on 
various projects. Quinn hopes 
the manifesto will supply a 
comprehensive framework that 
will provide continuity to the 
Union.

to the Union's Internal qffalrs 
will be the most controversial 
area of discussion, "because 
that's the topic that sparked the 
symposium, that's what it grew 
out of." 

A tentative outline of topics 
to be discussed In the sympo- 
sfum workshops was handed 
out. Internal affairs discus- 
sions on Saturday will focus on 
whether or not the Union 
functions as a feminist collec- 
tive, the management of funds, 
and the role and participation 
of men in the Union, and 
whether or not that participa- 
tion is desirable. 

Quinn invites all women to 
attend the symposium Satur- 
day. 



Restrict visa students 



WINNIPEG (CUP)-The Mani 
toba government is reviewing 
its policies on visa students 
attending the province's uni- 
versities, but any changes pro- 
bably wouldn't take effect in 
the coming academic year, 
according to Education Minis- 
ter Keith Cosens. 

Cosens also said a proposal 
by federal Immigration Minister 
Bud Cullen, to allow immigra- 
tion agreements specifying that 



no visa student be admitted to 
a province without its approval, 
will be discussed in the next 
few weeks. 

He said the government has 
not yet established policy on 
the Immigration restrictions or 
on differential fees, which 
have been Instituted in Alberta 
and Ontario with some Indica- 
tions that Quebec may follow 
suit. 



The University of Manitoba 
decided against charging visa 
students differential fees, after 
a 1976 stuoy by a joint 
senate-board committee at the 
university. 

Both Brandon University and 
the University of Winnipeg set 
quotas for the number of visa 
students attending in 1976-77. 
But the two . Institutions 
dropped, the policy when the 
quotas weren't filled. 
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They huff and they puff 
To the Dally: 

I sympathize with Olga Kir- 
chenberger and her Nonsmok- 
ers' Rights Committee. I'm a 
professional nonsmoker, but of 
a very rare breed: one who was 
not born with a cigarette in his 
mouth, but bothered by asthma 
and an allergy to tobacco. And 
no matter where I go or what I 
do, I'm forced to , inhale this 
common pollutant. 

The problem is far more 
serious than It appears. Heroin 
addiction usually runs Its 
course In 10 years; nicotine 
goes to 40 years. That is why I 
distrust these spurious statis- 
tics about smoker percentages. 
A pollster may record a quitter 
83 a nonsmoker when In fact 
the habit will be resumed In a 
few months. Any casual obser- 
ver can count at least eight to 
nine smokers in any group of 10. 
I do, on those horribly uncom- 
fortable interprovincial buses 
when I can't get an open 
window. . 

The temporary abstainer 
(most smokers are In this 
category) must have It bad, 
because exposure to others' 
smoke creates a craving for 
nicotine. All kinds of laws can 
be passed banning this habit in 
enclosed public places, but 
such laws are useless If they 
can't be enforced. I can see 
where laws are useful In that 
they protect offended non' 
smokers in a limited way 
should they resort to physical 
violence (and I don't see how that 
can be avoided: people love to 
fight wars, and here Is a good 
reason). 

Smoking has Its advantages 
too. It creates a lot of govern- 
ment-subsidized parasitic la- 
bour in tobacco production and 
the smokers pay high taxes on 
their habit. It thins out popula- 
tions via disease, to the delight 
of our neo-Malthusians. Smo- 
kers also eat less, leaving more 
food for f ressers like me. They 
are also involved In more 
automobile accidents because 
they're driving with senses 
impaired by a high carbon 
monoxide level in their blood- 
streams. This enhances the 
well-being of automobile repair 
shops, the medical profession 
and undertakers.

Somoza: A desperate dictator 
To the Dally: 

Forty years of a bloody 
dictatorship may be coming to 
an end in the impoverished 
Central American Republic of 
Nicaragua. 

Ever since the Somoza family 
was Installed by the US Mar- 
ines, after 25 years occupation, 
In the 1930s, the US has sent 
more than $500 million to 
Nicaragua under the guise of 
foreign aid. Yet the living 
standards of the Nlcaraguan 
people have not improved. Five 
percent of the population gets 
almost one third of the coun- 
try's income. Even the 1972 
earthquake, which killed 10,000 
people, was turned to the 
advantage of the Somoza fami- 
ly: they made a 10,000 percent 
profit on earthquake recon- 
struction. 

The murder of the opposition 
leader Dr. Pedro Joaquin Cha- 
marra on January 10, 1978 has 
provoked ah unprecedented na- 
tional stoppage, In which busi- 
nessmen,, workers, moderate 
opposition leaders, leaders of 
the Catholic Church, have 
united with Intellectuals and 
political groups of all persua- 
sions in an effort at finally 
ending the forty year dictator- 
ship. Since 23 January when 
the stoppage began the mass 
opposition demands have 
grown, from a call for the 
identification of the ultimate 
planners of the murder to a 
louder and Insistent cry for the 
resignation of Somoza. 

How will Somoza try to 
survive? Past evidence indi- 
cates that he will use his pri- 
vate army — the National 
Guard — to try to terrorize the 
people into submission. Yet 
with all the Instruments of 
repression at its disposal the 
Somoza regime is under Jlerce 
pressure from many quarters. 
Will the US continue to support 
the dictatorship? What will be 
the Impact of a change In 
Nicaragua on some of the other 
repressive regimes in the re- 
gion? Witf the broad coalition 
hold together long enough to 
ensure the end of the dynasty? 
What are the chances for 
establishing a system based on 
more ' political and economic 
equality?

They damn everyone . 
for their own unworth 

To the Dally: 

After a decade and a half of 
uninterrupted mismanagement 
of Students' Society resources 
(during which reserve funds 
have dropped from over 
$500,000 to a pathetic fraction 
of that amount) it's not surpri- 
sing that Students' Council 
should be sensitive to late 
requests for supplementary 
budgets. And the Dally, with its 
large and fluctuating opera- 
tional expenses, is a tempting 
target for the auditor general's 
little scalpel. 

What is surprising is that, in 
the process, the Daily should 
be accused of precisely those 
sins for which Council is 
notorious: financial Incompe- 




tence, excessive spending, fea- 
therbedding and being 'non- 
representative', whatever that 
Is. Does Council seriously 
think that, with Its own remark- 
able record, It should be giving 
financial advice at all, much 
less making it compulsory? 

The issues are fairly straight- 
forward. Both the Students' 
Society and the Daily are 
money-losers. The Dally reco- 
vers a third to a half of its 
expenses with advertising, and 
the S.S. recovers almost no- 
thing, presumably because It 
offers 'services', by which It 
means 'service' — the Stu- 
dents' Centre. 

Given that there's less money 
each year for any other clubs or 
activities (and to make matters 
worse, what Council knows 
about fund-raising you could 
use to fill vacuum tubes) there 
have to be tactics to reduce 
these groups' ability to qualify 
for funding. The most popular 
is to establish arbitrary regula- 
tions and to provide funds 
selectively, not on the basis of 
need / service to students, but 
In terms of conformity to 
regulations / political clout of 
the organization In question. 
Operational control Is just a 
lever to reduce the level of 
funding. Council wouldn't 
know what to do with the Dally 
If they did control it — except 
perhaps to run up a deficit. 
As a tactic it's not altogether 
unreasonable — but the limit 
comes when the tactic starts to 



cripple an organization's ability 
to generate Its own revenues. 
And that's what's happening to 
the Dally. Advertising- revenue 
depends on market definition 
and regularity of publication. 
Most major Daily advertisers 
see the paper as a cheap way to 
reach a clearly defined group of 
people on a dally basis — 
$5000 isn't much to invest to 
make sure they continue to 
think that way. There's no 
guarantee that a bi-weekly 
Daily would be any more 
profitable than the one we 
have.. 

Eventually a non-daily Daily 
may well be inevitable. As long 
as we're saddled with a Student 
Centre most of us despise 
(concrete gloom and fruit files) 
there's going to be a constant 
reduction In the level and 
quality of services offered to 
students. The Dally may be a 
significant new casualty, but 
the real victim is still — as ever 
— the student.

The McGIII basketball team 
traveled to Lennoxvllle this past 
Friday afternoon seeking a 
pre-playoff psychological ad- 
vantage over the homestandlng 
Bishop's Gaiters.

Drazin's problem Is 
accentuated when he Isn't 
getting any help from his 
teammates, as was the case on 
Friday night. Redman forward 
Jeff Sahlmerdan, for Instance, 
pulled down only two. re- 
bounds; simply not enough to 
slow down Shier and Company.

had little trouble In disposing of 
McGill, winning the provincial 
title in three straight games, 
15-3, 15-3 and 16-14. 

McGill coach Anne Patterson 
cited two factors in her team's 
loss. "We never seem to play 
well after a long break," said 
Patterson, a fact which was 
evidenced by McGIII's poor, 
performance In the first two 
games of the final series. 

Another key, according to 
Patterson.was Sherbrooke's 
"effective use of tipping". 

"Our defence was quite solid 
In blocking and spiking," added 
the coach, "but they were very 
effective in tipping the ball 
behind^our blockers." 

Wrist and shoulder injuries to 
McGIII's ace setter Rene 
d'Astous may have been partial- 
ly responsible for the effective- 
ness of Sherbrooke's tipping 
offence. The setter usually 
defends against such a tactic, 
but the injured d'Astous appear- 
ed somewhat reluctant to dive 



for tipped balls. 

Otherwise, Patterson had 
nothing but praise for d'Astous 
and teammate Keren Mann. 
"Keren is our best middle 
blocker and hitter," said Patter- 
son, "the key player on our front 
line. Rene Is the key to our 
offence. She Is a consistent 
setter and did a super Job 
offensively in the tournament." 

Sherbrooke completed Its 
sweep of Quebec's volleyball 
titles with a victory on the men's 
side as well. Rlmouskie was 
Sherbrooke's only opponent in 
the men's bracket, and could 
not stay with the powerful Vert 
et Or.,
